Care  of  the  Aged. 

During  the  year,  my  services  were  sought  by  several  General 
Practitioners,  the  National  Assistance  Board  and  the  Bridgend 
General  Hospital,  to  investigate  the  home  conditions,  etc.,  of  elder- 
ly patients  who  were  in  need  of  hospital  accommodation. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

(a)  Section  50 — Burial  of  the  Dead. 

During  the  year  the  cost  of  burying  four  persons  was 
accepted  by  your  Council.  Two  of  these  were  patients 
at  the  local  Mental  Hospital  for  whom  the  burial  charge 
amounted  to  £11/12/6.  The  other  two  persons  were  resi- 
dents of  your  area  and  were  buried  at  the  total  cost  of 
£29/17/0.  The  total  amount,  therefore,  expended  by 
your  Council  under  this  Section  of  the  Act  was  £41/9/6. 

(b)  Removal  to  .suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  Section  47 
of  the  Act  during  the  year. 

Nine  persons,  however,  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  care 
and  attention,  and  were  persuaded  to  voluntarily  enter 
Hospitals  or  Hostels. 


Tuberculosis. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis,  home  and  clinic  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  are  obtained  through  Dr.  Hugh  Trail.  Chest  Physician. 
Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend  (Tel  No.:  Bridgend  345).  In  this 
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Work  he  is  assisted  by  an  assistant  Chest  Physician.  The  Chest 
PhVj^ians  are  also  responsible  for  the  medical  treatment  of  the 
cas^i  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  at  the  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation 
Hospital. 

The  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  your  area  remains  somewhat 
stationary,  and  during  the  past  six  years  the  number  of  cases  on  the 
register  has  varied  between  290  and  310. 

In  recent  years  with  the  discovery  of  streptomycin,  great  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  the  cure  of  this  disease.  In  order  to  obtain 
the  maximum  benefit  of  this  recent  discovery  it  is  important  that 
the  disease  be  diagnosed  in  its  early  stages.  In  the  field  of  preven- 
tion facilities  are  available  at  the  Chest  Clinic  for  the  vaccination 
of  susceptible  contacts. 

It  is  a pleasing  thought  that  in  the  not  too  distant  future  Tuber- 
culosis will  probably  become  as  rare  as  Diphtheria  is  today.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.— Water. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board,  established  in  1920,  and 
functioning  since  1st  January,  1921,  supplies  the  water  consumed 
in  your  district. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  of  67  samples  of  raw 
water  and  treated  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Cardiff.  Reports  on  treated  water  were  uniformly 
satisfactory.  In  addition,  daily  tests  for  free  chlorine  were  taken  at 
all  Treatment  Plants,  which  continued  to  function  satisfactorily. 

Chemical  analysis  of  samples  of  water  from  the  14  sources, 
combinatiion  of  which  supply  the  Penybont  Rural  district  disclosed 
the  same  results  for  treated  water  as  for  previous  years — a soft 
water  from  the  Upland  sources,  and  a hard  water  from  the  Schwyl! 
source  at  Merthyrmawr. 

The  Board’s  bye-laws  prohibit  the  use  of  lead  pipe,  and  in  one 
source  with  water  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action,  soda  ash  treat- 
ment is  given.  This  latter  source  supplies  only  a few  properties  in 
the  Penybont  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  no  new  sources 
of  supply.

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2.  — Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  chief  rivers  in  the  district  are  the  Llynli,  Ogmore  and 
.S^enny  rivers. 

Before  entering  your  district,  the  River  Ogmore  receives  the 
colliery  washings  of  the  Ogmore  Valley  and  a large  tributary  which 
drains  the  Garw  Valley.  This  river  also  receives  sewage  effluent 
from  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  Urban  District  Council’s  Sewage  Farm 
at  Brynmenyn. 

The  Llynli  river  rises  in  the  Maesteg  Valley  and  receives  colliery 
washings  from  pits  in  that  area.  It  also  receives  sewage  effluent 
from  the  Maesteg  Urban  District  and  sewage  effluent  from  your 
Council’s  works  at  Troedyrhiwgarth.  The  Llynfi  joins  the  Ogmore 
at  Aberkenfig,  passes  through  the  town  of  Bridgend,  agai.i  enters 
your  district,  is  joined  by  the  Ewenny  at  Merthyrmawr,  aid  dis- 
charges into  the  Bristol  Channel  at  Ogmore-by-Sea. 

The  Ewenny  river  drains  the  Eastern  portion  of  your  district. 
Prior  to  entering  your  district,  this  river  receives  the  colliery  wash- 
ings from  Llanharan  and,  later,  within  your  district,  washings  from 
the  Werntarw  Colliery  and  also  sewage  effluent  from  your  Council’s 
works  at  Pencoed. 

In  view  of  the  industrial  nature  of  your  district,  these  rivers 
must  of  necessity  carry  water  which  is  blackish  in  colour  and  con- 
taining a fair  amount  of  industrial  waste.

4.  — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

In  certain  parts  of  your  district,  there  are  sewerage  Schemes 
which  are  satisfactory.  In  other  parts,  owing  to  the  absence  of 
sewers,  pail  closets  or  privy  middens  are  used. 

5.  — Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

During  the  year  no  sewerage  scheme  of  any  importance  was 
carried  out.  Sewer  extensions  to  the  following  new  Council  hous-

These  figures  do  not  include  the  two  Mental  Hospitals  or  the 
Smallpox  Hospital,  the  Isolation  Hospital  or  Government  owned 
premises  erected  during  the  war. 

For  many  years,  your  Council  and  the  Health  Department  have 
stressed  the  urgent  need  for  sewering  the  village  of  Laleston. 

The  existing  conditions  continue  to  be  most  insanitary.

7.  — Public  Cleansing. 

^ The  Council  has  organised  the  collection  of  House  and  I'^ade 
i^use  throughout  the  district  twice  weekly.  Extension  of  Public 
Cleansing  was  carried  out  to  all  new  houses  erected  in  the  area 
during  the  year,  the  Heddfan  Hospital  and  the  Llampla  and  Col- 
Winston  Districts. 

8.  — Cesspool  Cleansing. 

Four  free  cleansings  are  given  to  each  cesspool  per  annum 
throughout  the  Penybont  District,  where  necessary,  and  where 
further  cleansings  are  required,  a charge  is  made  which  varies  to 
the  size  of  the  cesspool.  It  would  be  advisable,  from  a public 
health  point  of  view,  if  cesspools  could  be  cleansed  free  of  charge 
when  required.  The  Council  now  have  two  cesspool  cleansing 
vehicles. 

9.  — Night  Soil  Removal. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  contract  on  a small  scale  in  parts 
of  the  Parishes  of  Pyle  and  Llangynwyd  Lower. 

10.  — Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

See  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

11.  — Shops. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  any  action 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  relating  to  ventilation, 
and  the  temperature  of  shops. 

12.  — Camping  Sites. 

(1)  The  number  of  sites  in  the  area  which  were  used  for  camp- 

ing purposes  during  1953  was  8. 

(2)  The  number  of  camping  sites  in  respect  of  which  licences 

have  been  issued  by  the  Local  Authority,  under  Section 
269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  is  one. 

(3)  The  estimated  maximum  number  of  campers  resident  in 

the  area  at  one  time  during  the  summer  season,  1953  was 
1,510. 

Besides  the  above-mentioned  sites,  the  Council  possess  a per- 
manent Camping  Site  in  Heronston  Lane,  which  is  utilised  to  assist 
the  inadequately  housed.  The  Camp  was  first  used  by  the  Council 
in  September,  1950,  and  there  is  sufficient  space  for  the  siting  of  25 
Caravan/Trailers.  The  average  number  on  the  site  during  1953 
was  20. 

It  is  under  the  care  of  a resident  Warden  and  controlled  by  the 
Housing  Manager  of  your  Council. 

Applications  to  site  a caravan  or  trailer  at  this  Camp  must  be 
made  through  the  Council.  The  site  possesses  a good  water  supply, 
satisfactory  water-carriage  sewerage  system,  and  is  well  illuminated 
by  electricity. 
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Conditions  for  the  Camp  have  been  drawn  up  which  regulate 
the  type  of  caravan/trailer  permitted. 

The  ground  rent  for  each  caravan/trailer  is  7/6d.  per  weekf^ 

13.  — Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  with  a view  to  the  abate- 
ment of  nuisance  from  smoke  in  the  area. 

14.  — Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  Swimming  Baths  or  Pools  in  your  district  but  the 
provision  of  such  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  inhabitants. 

15.  — Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

(1)  1. — (a)  The  number  of  Council  houses  found  to  be  in- 

fested was  eleven. 

(b)  The  number  of  other  houses  found  to  be  infested 
was  three. 

2. — (a)  The  number  of  Council  houses  disinfested  was 
eleven. 

(b)  The  number  of  other  houses  disinfested  was  three. 

(2)  The  methods  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses  are  as 
follows: — 

(a)  In  Council  houses,  skirting  boards,  picture  rails  and 
architraves  are  removed;  a blow  lamp  is  used  to 
destroy  vermin  and  their  eggs.  The  rooms  are  then 
sprayed  with  a D.T.T.  solution. 

(b)  In  other  than  Council  houses  the  same  treatment  is 
carried  out  where  necessary,  or  disinfectants  are 
supplied. 

The  above  methods  of  eradication  seem  to  have  been  quite 
satisfactory. 

(3)  The  houses  of  all  applicants  for  Council  houses  are  in- 

spected by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  cleanliness,  and  all 
vacant  Council  properties  inspected  after  being  repaired, 
for  Clearance  Certificates. 

(4)  The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local 

Authority. 

(5)  Householders  are  advised  to  maintain  a good  standard  of 
cleanliness,  and  all  premises  are  frequently  visited. 

HOUSING. 

The  difficult  housing  conditions  of  the  large  number  of  families 
in  your  district  brought  many  problems  during  the  year,  but  every 
effort  was  made  to  give  as  much  comfort  in  relief  as  possible. 

Every  medical  certificate  submitted  by  an  applicant  to  the 
Housing  Manager  in  support  of  the  application  was  referred  to  me 
for  report.  Where  the  certificate  indicated  a severe  medical  condi- 
tion, visits  were  made  to  the  home  in  order  that  1 could  be 
acquainted  with  all  the  difficulties  connected  with  the  case. 
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Detailed  reports  on  such  cases  were  submitted  monthly  to  the 
H<^se  Letting  Committee,  and  where  considered  necessary,  the 
C«.Jnnittee  granted  special  medical  priority. 

During  the  year  under  review,  forty  applicants  were  re- 
housed, and  many  transfers  effected  owing  to  special  medical  need. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  House 
Letting  Committee  for  their  co-operation  and  understanding  of  all 
the  medical  cases  submitted,  particularly  so  where  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  severe  Mental  Disturbance  were  a prominent 
feature.

Demolition. 

The  help  and  assistance  given  during  the  year  by  the  Demoli- 
tion Survey  Sub-Committee  was  greatly  appreciated.  This  Sub- 
Committee  was  appointed  to  keep  under  constant  review,  houses 
that  were  scheduled  as  Category  5 under  a recent  Rural  Housing 
Survey. 

A priority  list  for  demolition  was  drawn  up  and  periodically 
reviewed  according  to  the  further  deterioration  that  occurred  in 
these  properties. 

In  order  to  assist  in  proceeding  with  the  demolition  of  the  pro- 
perties listed,  the  House  Letting  Committee  has  made  available  one 
in  every  seven  new  houses  to  persons  occupying  premises  scheduled 
tor  demolition. 
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SECTION  E. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food.  ^ ^ 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  During  the  year,  155  samples  of  milk  were 
taken,  104  of  these  were  from  graded  supplies  and  all  except  one 
were  satisfactory. 

Of  the  23  samples  of  ungraded  milk  examined,  one  was  un- 
satisfactory. 

Twenty-eight  samples  of  milk  were  also  examined  for  the  pre- 
sence of  Tubercle  Bacilli.  One  of  these  samples  of  ungraded  milk 
was  shown  to  contain  Tubercle  organisms. 

A notice  was  served  on  the  producer  prohibiting  the  sale  of 
this  milk  in  its  raw  state.  Compulsory  pasteurisation  of  the  milk 
was  readily  accepted. 

The  action  taken  by  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  resulted 
in  the  cow  producing  this  infected  milk  being  quickly  identified. 
The  animal  was  seized  and  slaughtered,  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order  of  1938,  and  on  post  mortem  examination  was  found  to  be 
affected  by  tuberculosis  to  an  advanced  degree. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods.  Regular  inspection  of  all 
shops,  stalls  and  vehicles  is  carried  out. 

(c)  Adulteration,  etc.  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  sampling  under  the  Foods 
and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  The  following  samples  were  taken  in  the

Proceeding  were  taken  against  the 
Vendor. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

During  the  year  under  review  no  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning 
occurred.  One  case  of  Food  Poisoning  was,  however,  notified  to 
the  Health  Department.  On  investigation  the  symptoms  reported 
indicated  that  clinically  the  case  was  a case  of  Food  Poisoning  and 
that  the  agent  responsible  was  Pork  Luncheon  Meat.  Unfortun 
ately,  it  was  not  possible  to  check  this  diagnosis  by  bacteriological 
examination. 


CLEAN  FOOD  CAMPAIGN. 

The  Council  and  the  Health  Department  are  conscious  of  the 
importance  of  cleanliness  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  preparation 
and  sale  of  food. 

During  inspections  of  all  food  premises  in  your  district,  every 
opportunity  was  taken  by  members  of  the  Health  Department  to 
educate  in  Food  Hygiene  those  concerned  in  food  and  food 
products.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  appropriate  tables  the  number  of  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease,  notified  during  1953,  with  the  exception  of 
Tuberculosis,  was  353. 


This  figure  is  greater  than  in  previous  years  and  is  due  to  the 
high  incidence  of  Measles  during  the  year. 


Again  I have  to  report  that  no  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified 
during  the  year.  This  being  the  fifth  successive  year  in  which  no 
cases  have  occurred. 


The  last  death  recorded  from  Diphtheria  occurred  in  1946. 
The  public,  however,  must  be  repeatedly  warned  that  it  is  only  by 
immunisation  against  this  disease  can  this  security  be  maintained. 
During  the  past  twelve  months  or  so,  the  immunisation  rate  in 
children  has  fallen  and  should  this  fall  continue  there  is  a danger 
that  Diphtheria  may  yet  return  as  a killing  disease. 


With  the  notification  of  a case  of  Poliomyelitis  in  June,  a 
further  notification  of  five  cases  in  July  and  three  in  August,  some 
anxiety  was  felt  that  a serious  outbreak  of  this  disease  would 
develop  in  your  Area.  Fortunately,  however,  only  one  other  case 
was  notified,  although  several  observation  cases  were  kept  under 
supervision.  Of  the  ten  cases  that  occurred,  six  showed  signs  of 
paralysis,  the  other  four  being  non-paralytic. 

During  1947,  1949  and  1950,  serious  epidemics  of  this  disease 
occurred  in  Great  Britain  but,  fortunately,  very  few  cases  occurred 
in  your  Area. 

The  general  public  should  bear  in  mind  that  poliomyelitis 
reaches  its  maximum  incidence  during  the  months  of  August, 
September  and  October  and,  should  there  be  cases  of  the  disease  in 
your  Area,  it  is  most  important  that  adults  and  children  should 
thoroughly  wash  their  hands  after  using  the  water  closet,  and 
especially  before  handling  food.  If  any  vague  illness  occurs  during 
an  epidemic,  the  person  concerned  should  immediately  be  put  to 
bed  because  if  this  disease  should  prove  to  be  poliomyelitis,  the 
chances  of  severe  paralysis  are  lessened  by  early  rest.

FOODS  AND  DRUGS  ACTS,  1938  to  1950. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (MILK  & DAIRIES)  ACT,  1944. 
MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS.  1949. 

The  above  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October, 
1949,  being  made  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies) 
Act,  1944,  which  also  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1949. 
The  Regulations  were  made  jointly  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  the  Minister  of  Food. 

The  Regulations  make  a distinction  between  dairy  farmers,  i.e., 
milk  producers,  and  milk  distributors,  i.e.,  persons  trading  from 
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premises  other  than  a dairy  farm,  and  between  dairy  farms  and 
other  premises  at  which  milk  is  handled.  The  registration  of  dairy 
. •'Vers  and  dairy  farms  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  the  registration  of  milk  distributors 
and  other  dairy  premises  is  the  responsibility  of  local  authorities. 

Widespread  dissatisfaction  has  been  expressed,  particularly  by 
Local  Authorities,  following  upon  the  transfer  of  powers  from 
Local  Authorities  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  in 
regard  to  the  registration  of  dairy  farmers  and  dairy  farms.  Local 
Authorities  are  greatly  perturbed  at  the  lack  of  adequate  inspections 
of  milk  producing  premises  during  the  past  twelve  months. 

The  Minister  of  Food  issued  the  following  regulations  made 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act. 
1944  as  amended  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Transfer  of  Functions) 
Order,  1948  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Act,  1949: —

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

No  licences  were  granted  during  the  year. 

Slaughtering  does  take  place  at  the  two  slaughter-houses,  at 
the  Mental  Hospitals  in  the  area,  and  your  Inspectors  regularly 
inspect  all  the  carcases  and  organs  of  animals  slaughtered  at  these 
premises,  although  the  Hospital  Board  claim  their  premises  to  be 
Crown  property  as  far  as  licences  are  concerned. 


KNACKERS’  YARDS. 

There  is  only  one  Knacker’s  Yard  in  the  area  which  is  situated 
at  Hendre,  Pencoed.  These  premises  are  ideally  situated  some  dis- 
tance away  from  occupied  dwellings,  and  are  conducted  in  a satis- 
factory manner.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION. 

As  has  been  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  present  system  of 
centralised  slaughtering,  which  was  introduced  during  the  war 
should  be  continued  as  this  system,  which  has  always  been  advo- 
cated 1^  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Association,  has  proved  to  be  a 
very  efficient  one. 
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The  only  slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consumption  that 
takes  place  in  the  Penybont  area  is  carried  out  at  the  slaughter- 
houses of  the  two  Mental  Hospitals  and  the  meat  is  for  consu#'- 
tion  by  the  patients  and  staff  of  these  hospitals  only.  The  caries 
and  organs  of  all  the  animals  slaughtered  at  these  premises  are 
inspected. 

The  meat  supply  for  the  remainder  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
area  is  obtained  from  three  Central  Depots:  Port  Talbot  for  Pyle, 
Kenfig  Hill  and  Cefn  districts;  Maesteg  for  the  Cwmfelin  and  Llan- 
gynwyd  areas  and  Bridgend  which  supplies  the  remainder  of  the 
Penybont  District. 

Although  the  meat  supply  for  the  area  is  obtained  from  these 
Depots,  your  Inspectors  still  have  to  carry  out  a great  deal  of  meat 
inspection,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  approximately  50%  of  the  meat 
supplied  is  frozen  imported  meat.  This  arises,  of  course,  from  the 
shortage  of  home  supplies.  With  frozen  meat  supplied  by  these 
Depots  to  the  butchers,  we  have  had  to  condemn  large  quantities 
of  it  due  to  “Bone  Taint”. 

“Bone  Taint”  is  not  usually  discovered  at  the  distributing 
centres  in  imported  meat  to  be  supplied  to  the  area,  as  frequently 
it  is  not  found  until  carcases  are  thawed  out  and  cut  into  joints. 
Unfortunately,  “Bone  Taint”  in  meat  is  also  found  occasionally  in 
home-killed  carcases.  I have  already  stated  that  the  present  system 
of  slaughtering  centres  should  be  continued,  as  the  inspection  of  the 
carcases  and  organs  of  animals  slaughtered  is  efficiently  carried  out 
under  present  conditions. 

Apart  from  “Bone  Taint”  it  is  seldom  that  any  of  the  meat 
supplied  in  the  area  has  to  be  returned  to  the  Depots.  This  speaks 
well  for  the  staffs  of  the  adjoining  Local  Authorities  who  are  en- 
gaged in  meat  inspection  in  those  areas. 


TRANSPORT  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  MEAT. 

Although  certain  improvements  have  been  brought  about  in 
regard  to  the  transport  of  meat  as  a result  of  representations  made 
to  the  local  W.M.S.A.  by  the  Council,  the  ideal  type  of  vehicle  has 
not  been  provided  for  this  purpose  and  1 must  repeat,  that  1 cannot 
see  much  further  improvement  in  this  respect  until  the  Govern- 
ment’s policy  for  the  future  of  the  country’s  meat  supply  is  made 
known. 

The  following  list  of  articles  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption were  voluntarily  surrendered  and  disposed  of  in  accord- 
ance with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.

Ice-Cream. 

All  the  premises  at  which  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in  the 
district,  now  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Ice-cream  Regulations. 
1947,  and  with  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 
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Many  of  the  premises  at  which  ice-cream  was  manufactured 
before  the  above  Regulations  came  into  force,  have  given  up  the 
manufacture  of  this  commodity,  and  now  are  registered  for  1H 
storage  and  sale  only  of  pre-packed  ice-cream. 

A noticeable  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  type  of  vehicle 
from  which  ice-cream  is  sold  on  the  road.  In  some  cases,  new 
vehicles  of  the  latest  type,  properly  covered  to  prevent  contamina- 
tion by  dust  and  provided  with  suitable  means  for  washing  of 
hands,  cleansing  of  servers— a supply  ot  hot  water  and  towels  being 
provided  for  the  purpose,  are  now  in  use  in  the  district.

The  Food  Standards  (Ice-cream)  Order,  1951.  This  Order 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st  March,  1951. 

The  Order  prescribes  that  Ice-cream  shall  contain  not  less  than 
5%  fat,  10%  sugar  and  1\%  milk  solids  other  than  fat. 


Catering  Establishments. 

These  comprise  in  the  main  canteens  attached  to  factories, 
cafes  and  licensed  hotels  and  a few  small  shop-cum-restaurant 
premises  where  occasional  meals  are  served. 


Although,  generally,  these  premises  have  been  found  to  be  well 
conducted,  there  is  room  for  improvement  of  certain  premises  in 
regard  to  their  construction,  sanitary  accommodation,  general 
cleanliness  around  the  premises,  particularly  in  regard  to  waste 
food  containers,  and  with  a view  to  such  improvement  being 
achieved,  your  Inspectors  advise  upon  conditions  that  should  be 
observed.  There  has  been  a noticeable  improvement  in  these  pre- 
mises during  the  year  following  upon  the  advice  given. 

Many  improvements  throughout  the  area  have  been  carried 
out  in  and  around  licensed  hotels.  Such  improvements  include 
conversion  of  privy  accommodation  into  water  closets,  the  pro- 
vision of  drains  for  the  disposal  of  waste  water,  the  provision  of 
“wash-ups”  in  bars  with  hot  and  cold  water  for  the  washing  of 
glasses  and  the  general  repair  of  such  premises, 
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The  total  re-conditioning  of  one  licensed  premises  was  com- 
pleted during  the  year,  and  similar  work  upon  another  such  pre- 
*^^es,  commenced. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

The  Council  made  Byelaws  under  Section  15  of  the  Act  for 
securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and 
practices  in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery 
of  food  and  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air  during  the  year  1951,  and 
no  statutory  action  for  non-observance  of  these  conditions  was 
found  necessary.

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLFNG  MATERIALS 

ACT,  1951. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  November,  1951.  ^ 

The  Act  requires  that  no  Rag  Flock  shall  be  delivered  to 
registered  premises  except  from  premises  licensed  for  manufactur- 
ing or  storing  rag  flock.  Local  Authorities  are  required  to 
register  premises  where  filling  materials  are  used  for  upholstering, 
the  stuffing  or  lining  of  bedding,  toys  or  baby  carriages,  other  than 
upholstering  in  the  re-making  or  re-conditioning  of  any  article,  or  in 
connection  with  railway  carriages,  road  vehicles,  ships  or  aircraft. 

The  occupier  or  person  proposing  to  occupy  premises  for 
upholstering,  etc.,  should  apply  for  registration,  for  which  the  fee  is 
£1.  Before  a licence  is  granted,  the  premises  must  be  inspected  by 
an  officer  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Local  Authority  may  grant  or  renew  licences  for  periods 
not  exceeding  twelve  months. 

Lists  of  licence  holders  are  to  be  available  for  public  inspection. 

Enforcement. 

It  is  the  duty  of  Local  Authorities  to  enforce  the  Act  by  means 
of  inspections  and  prosecutions. 

A list  of  the  powers  of  the  Local  Authority’s  authorised 
officers,  of  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Officer 
are  by  virtue  of  their  appointments  deemed  to  be  authorised  officers, 
is  given  in  the  Act. 

Offences. 

A list  of  the  main  offences  are  also  set  out  in  the  Act. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  legal  proceedings  and  penalties 
under  the  Act.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

A full-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Council  for 
the  destruction  of  rats  throughout  the  district. 

For  the  treatment  of  the  sewers,  the  operator  is  assisted  by  the 
sewermen,  who  have  attended  a course  for  the  destruction  of  rats 
at  Cardiff,  arranged  by  the  Divisional  Rodent  Officer,  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Special  treatments  carried  out  during  the  year; — 

Block  treatments  were  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the 
National  Coal  Board  and  British  Railways  at  Tondu,  and 
at  Pencoed,  with  British  Railways. 

In  both  cases  the  result  of  the  treatments  were  very 
satisfactory.

It  is  estimated  that  the  rat  population  of  the  District  has  been 
greatly  reduced  by  both  the  surface  and  sewer  treatments  carried 
out.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  number  of  rats  destroyed,  but 
it  is  evident  that  much  good  work  was  done  in  this  direction.

POLICE  COURT  PROCEEDINGS. 

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928. 

At  the  Bridgend  Police  Court  on  the  19th  March,  1953,  pro- 
ceedings were  taken  against  Messrs.  Cyril  Kieft  & Co.,  Ltd.,  Re- 
liance Works,  Derry  Street,  Wolverhampton,  for: — 

(a)  Keeping  on  premises  in  their  occupation  at  North  Road, 
Trading  Estate,  Bridgend,  a quantity  of  petroleum  spirt  in  excess 
of  3 gallons  without  a Petroleum  Spirit  Licence  authorising  the 
keeping  thereof,  in  contravention  of  Section  1 of  the  Act. 

(b)  Keeping  on  premises  in  their  occupation  at  North  Road, 
Trading  Estate,  Bridgend,  a quantity  of  petroleum  mixtures  in 
excess  of  301bs.  without  a Petroleum  Spirit  Licence  authorising  the 
keeping  thereof,  in  contravention  of  Section  1 of  the  Act  as  applied 
by  Sections  1 and  2 of  the  Petroleum  Mixtures  Order,  1929. 

The  Magistrates  imposed  a fine  of  £2/10/0  in  respect  of  each 
complaint — £5  in  all. 

COUNTY  COURT  PROCEEDINGS. 

Housing  Act,  1936. 

Appeal  against  a Demolition  Order  made  by  the  Council  in 
respect  of  Derwyn  Cottage,  Coity. 

At  the  Bridgend  County  Court  on  the  27th  May,  1953,  the 
Judge  accepted  the  agreed  arrangements  made  between  the  Clerk 
of  the  Council  and  the  Solicitors  of  the  Appellant  that  the  Demoli- 
tion Order  made  in  respect  of  the  above-named  property  be 
quashed,  and  that  the  Council  accept  an  undertaking  that  it  would 
not  be  re-let  for  human  habitation  until  such  time  that  the  Council 
are  satisfied  that  it  has  been  rendered  fit  for  that  purpose,  each 
side  bearing  their  own  costs.
